To the Honorable, the Legislature:

We have completed a best practices review of local
government operations as required by s. 13.94(8), Wis. Stats.

The provision of 9−1−1 emergency telephone service was
selected as  the topic of our review with the assistance of the
Local Government Advisory Council, which consists of
representatives of counties, cities, villages, and towns.

State statutes allow local governments broad discretion in
determining whether and how 9−1−1 telephone service will
be provided. We estimate that 94 percent of Wisconsin
residents have access to 9−1−1 telephone service, but service
is not available to about 294,000 residents of
15 lesser−populated counties and portions of another county.
Telephone companies collected approximately $5.4 million
in 1996 for providing 9−1−1 service and, based on responses
of local officials to our survey, approximately $70 million is
spent annually by local governments to operate 9−1−1
answering points.

The organization, equipment, staffing, and services of 9−1−1
answering points vary widely. Based on the 9−1−1
experiences of several counties and municipalities, as well as
professional literature, this report identifies best practices to
follow when delivering 9−1−1 service. We also identify
specific practices for local governments to consider in
identifying equipment and staffing needs, establishing
service area boundaries, processing incoming calls, and
dispatching emergency service providers. In addition, we
note that future 9−1−1 service delivery may be affected by
advances in telecommunications technology, changes in
public expectations, and proposed changes to how 9−1−1
service is funded.

We thank the Local Government Advisory Council for its
assistance in the completion of this review, and we appreciate
the courtesy and cooperation extended to us by local
government staff.
